In speaking with ^B she informed me that police were called over the week end afte r had assaulted three 

separate patients within the hospital. That incident was reported to police, but was not placed under arrest 

at the time. I later looked up this report (2018-10353) and confirmed was referred for assault charges 

stemming from an attack on another patient. 


After speaking with^^^and Dr.BJl was directed to room 707 where ^^H|was sitting on his bed. I asked 

about what had occurred thi^nomingle mentioned somethin^^^iflJeing a pharmacist and other things 
I couldn't understand. I specifically asked^^^if he struck either Dr.^^^or^^^ He denied having done so, 
but said he did throw water at the doctor. 


After speaking with all parties involved I determined there was probable cause to arrest for assault 3rd 

degree (two counts), as both Dr.^^HandHH were employed in their health care dutie^Uhe time of the 
assault. Officer Andersor^ncH placedH^^in handcuffs and advised him he was under arrest. Officer Anderson 
assisted with searching ^^H|incident to arrest. He was then escorted out of the building to a patrol car.
